The case of Dan Sheeley charged with hav- 
ing burglarized Mr. Broderick’s house on 
San Pedro street, was continued in Judge 
Cheney’s court yesterday morning.

The Young Lady Has a Tough Time 
During Her Honeymoon. 

Some time ago Tur Times contained a 
story of how a certain female resident of

Under 
these circumstances, When she found that 
the wealthy bloods of Chinatown were as 
easily gulled as the dudes of the Caucasian 
race, she worked several for all she could 
get out of them, and then skipped out, for 
San Diego with the object of her affect ons,

Most of the persons she swindled by her 
arts have taken no steps toward the recov- 
ery of their property or the arrest of the fair 
embezzler, for the reason that they are all 
men of advanced age, and do not care for 
the world to know how foolish they were in 
allowing themselves to be duped. But one 
of them, Wun Ark, said to be the former 
owner of Lin Fung, did not feel like losing 
the girl and his money also, so he sought 
the aid of the machinery of the law to re- 
cover both. 

Wun Ark, as soon ashe knew of Lin 
Fung’s flight, went to the District Attorney 
and asked that a warrant be issued for her 
arrest, on the charge of stealing his money, 
to the amount of 8500 in gold coin, but, as 
his story was by no means free from guile, 
the request was refused. Ark then went to 
Justice Taney with the same request, but 
witha different story, and was again re- 
fused. In no wise undaunted by the ob- 
duracy of the officials he had already en- 
deavored to enlist in his favor, Ark then 
went to the Justice with still another story, 
but the Justice, on questioning him, found 
so many weak points in the yarn that he, 
too, refused to have anything to do with the 


case. 

In the meantime, Lin Fung, who must

St. John in the Wilderness. 


At the Prohibition meeting held last 
night at Armory Hall, the Hon. John 
P. St. John paid his compliments to 
Tue Times. Mr. St. John devoted 
considerable attention to the task of 
elucidating and analyzing a Times edi- 
torial. The gentleman was humorous 
and now and again caustic—in fact, 
the caustic vein seems to predominate 
throughout thé St. John mentality and 
the St. John oratory. 

True to the main characteristics o 
the Prohibition reformer, Mr. St. John 
talked at his audience, not for them. 
He talked, and talked, and talked, and 
said nothing. After devoting twenty 
minutes to Tre Times, he left its posi- 
tion on the Prohibition question undis- 
turbed—just where it was when he 
commenced. 

He accused this paper of declaring 
that Prohibitionist reformers never 
brought forward any practical measures 
of relief, but that the said reformer 
simply howled —- total annihilation! 
when he knew that total annihilation 
was inevitably beyond his power, and 
he answered this charge by telling a 
funny story and shouting out, “If we 
were all like Tur Times, of course Pro- 
hibition would be impossible.“ He 
shirked the proposition, and admitted, 
practically, that the position assumed 
by this paper was unshaken, if not im- 
pregnable. 

Mr. St. John seemed hurt that THe 
Times should liken him to Washington 
Irving’s great Dutch jumper,and to 
cloud and befuddle the point he told 
another story. But Mr. St. John could 
not get away from the logic ot the 
parallel between himself and the great 
Dutch jumper. Ile virtually admitted 
that the Prohibitionists were forever 
pretending to jump a mountain; that 
the party had never yet got beyond its 
base, and that the history of Pro- 
hibition was one long series of preten- 
sion, procrastination and political 
cross-purposes. In politics Prohi- 
bition is simply a Democratic side- 
show and in the field of temperance re- 
form it is impracticable and irrecon- 
cilable. 

Mr. St. John accuses a Times re- 
porter of reporting him falsely, in that 
the reporter stated that he (St. John) 
would be in the field in the coming 
Presidential campaign as a Presidential 
candidate. 

We have catechised the gentleman 
who interviewed the ex-Governor of 
the Grasshopper State, we have also 
examined his notes, and the following 
questions and answers appear: : 

Reporter: Will you be in the field in 
the next Presidential campaign? 

St. John: Ves, sir. 

Reporter: Do you intend to makea 
race for the White House? 

St. John: Yes, sir, I do. 

We are better acquainted with the 
gentlemen whom we employ than we are 
with Politician St. John, therefore Tue 
Times declines to doubt the veracity of 
its reporter.

SAN Francisco, Sept. 24.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] in the affidavit filed yes- 
terday by Stuart Menzies, foreman of the 
Grand Jury. in making application fora 
search warrant to obtain certain documents 
in a house in Chinatown, it was set forth 
that it was the belief of deponent that the 
papers would show that Christopher Buck- 
ley, Jere Driscoll, Joe Cochrane and II.

whom are wealthy. Gov. Bartlett was 
worth #20,000 less when he died than twenty 
ane — was not due to business 
osses, but to the constant helping of old 
friends and relatives.

— 2 Soon after leaving the bark, the 
boats became separated, the one in which 
Vincent was and another going together. 
Each of these boats contained nine men, 
who were sometimes on the ice and some- 
times in the boats for many days. During 
this time their food consisted solely of two 
small captured seals and the leather of 
their boots. The weather was bitterly colo, 
and their hands,, feet, ears and noses be- 
came frozen and dropped off. Insanity 
and death stared them in the face. 

CANNIBALISM. 

When the boats finally reached the shore, 
only five of the eighteen men composing 
their crews remained. Of these Vincent 
was the only one who was able to walk, 
Two of the men who landed died shortly 
— going ashore, and the natives reported 

at of these two men the surviving one ate 
the flesh of the body of his dead companion. 
Vincent, the mate, and a sailor then re- 
mained. The two latter succumbed to death 
during the first winter, and Vincent was 
left among the natives. He had lived with 
the Indians for two years and a half, and 
when at last succored by Capt. Healy he 
was a most pitiable spectacle of humanity.

“KELP” ON A JAUNT ALONG TB 
FOOTHILAIA. 


What Sonthern California Can Do in 
a Year—A Sample Town — The 
Home of J. 1 Case—Judge HMick- 
nell—An Avenue of Bananas. 


MONROVIA, Sept. 21, 1887.—[Special 
Correspondence of Tux Times.} When 
tourists come to Pasadena and are told 
that only twelve years ago fields of 
barley waved in the breeze where now 
rise eucalyptus trees trom sixty to 
seventy feet they are apt to look in- 
credulous, yet the town of Monrovia in 
its mushroom-like growth is a still 
more remarkable instance of what the 
push and energy of Southern Cali- 
fornia can do in a short time. 

I remember riding over the site some 
months ago in search of quail, and see- 
ing a lad scratching among the grease 
wood I jokingly asked how much it 
was worth a front foot. “I bought it 
at 6, was the reply; but wait four 
or five years. continued the boy, and 
you'll see a big city here.“ Today I 
roue over the piace and regretted that 
I had not bought some land, as where 
the boy was digging has since been 
sold for over $160 per front foot. Of 
course larger profits have been made 
in Los Angeles, but this shows what 
opportunities there are for settlers who 
have not the money to buy homes in 
large places. 

eurevia was selected as a home by 
Mr. Monroe in 1886, and on the 17th 
day of May (Mark the date, ye from 
the East), 1886, the first lot was sold. 
In the natural order of events, taking 
Kastern towns as samples, a struggle 
for existence now commences, and the 
few landholders hope in from five to 
ten years to make a town of athousand 
mhabitants. Perhaps they can do bet- 
ter by turning in a shipload of immi- 
rants, and so hasten matters. How 
% it here? A year later we find a 
thriving town of 2000 inhabitants. any 
one in town will swear to 1600, and in 
winter, when the season has set in, 
Monrovia boasts from 4000 to 5000 in- 
habitants. Everything seems to bave 
come at once; indeed, six months has 
seen railroad. horse cars, banks, hotels. 
large numbers of fine dwellings, in 
fact, everything that goes to make up 
a fine town, and the projected improve- 
ments for the following year will make 
the place twice as large as at present. 
and cause a doubling up ofwalues. On 
the main street, that reaches from the 
base of the Sierra Madres tothe depot, 
new business houses are being built, 
and, several will compare well with 
be occupied by the Monrovia Bank. is 
of fine granite, taken from the adja- 
cent cafion., As rapidly as has this 
street been buik up, its best lots Sell 
readily at $175 per front foot, and judg- 
ing from the present activity, a boom 
was in the near vicinity. 

It is difficult for Eastern people to 
believe that atown of this size could 
become a fixed fact in so short a time. 
and some may ask a reason for its 
existence. Thisis readily seen in the 
situation. The town-site was selected 
for several] reasons, one being the fine 
view, another the water supply of 600 
inches, and a third its remarkable 
healthfulness—all excuses for quite a 
large boom, as things Californian go. 
The spot selected lies about twenty- 
five miles from Los Angeles, on the 
California Central, on a gentle slope. 
reaching to the very base of the moun- 
tains down to the railroad. To the 
south the valley of San Gabriel River 
—the winding river of that name, is 
seen—the white spots, the houses in 
the distant town of Puente: and far 
beyond, over the hills of that name, 
lies the blue ocean, plainly visible.

Among these are W. V. Mon- 
roe, the founder of the town, whose 
tine residence is a sample of what can 
be done in a year or so. It looks like 
a how half a century old, yet the jack- 
rabbit held possession not long ago. 
Great groups of bananas waved'their 
graceful leaves, roses, pampas grass, 
and a wealth of flowers and fruit 
tended to make this place a model 
Southern California home. Speaking 
of bananas, Monrovia has 4 banana 
avenue thal is an advertisement in it- 
self.

Throughout 1 market from 200 to% 
bunches of onions per day, and by 
keeping the land planted and worked 
in this —1— 3 is loose and requires 
very littie hoeing. 

Let me impress the fact that such 
heavy cropping takes lots of manure, 
but by planting so many kinds there is 
not much wasted. The reader can 
easily see how, by some such system, 
eertain men will make more money 
from ten acres of,Jand than others will 
from hundreds. In these times market 
gardeners and farmers ought not to let 
a foot of land lay idle. 

Some years, owing to unfavorable 
weather or other contingencies, this 
system may perhaps not be very suc- 
eessful, but one year with another there 
is no reason why it should not be, if 
done with a will and determination not 
to give up and not to let your neighbors 
beat you. Let me add that I would at 
any time rather live in a neighborhood 
where men are enterprising than where 
they are not, for one helps the other. 
You see your neighbor going ahead, it 
will start you, and soon; but where 
everybody is behind, you are apt to fall 
in the same rut. 

To young gardeners and fruit growers 
egnecially advise that whatever 
enterprising men, and one will push the 
other. If Lam beat by a neighbor, 1 
will try my chance again, and so with

Mr. Ayer's Plan of Ripening Lemons. 
[Florida Dispatch. | 
I built a substantial packing-house, 
two stories, made the foundation un- 
asnally strong, divided the lower floor 
into rooms that will hold 600 boxes each, 
and lined each room, all around and 
under the floors, with prepared paste- 
beard (the same used up North under 
weatherboards to keep out cold), mak- 
ing rooms tight and very dark. The 
upper story is fitted with windows, 
tables, etc., for packing and — 
fruit, and a trap-door opens into each 
een room, through which the fruit 
is windlassed up when ready to ship. 

I made two gatherings, one in 
August and the other in September. I 
eommenced gathering after the dew 
was dried off, clipped every lemon with 
scissors, and placed them carefully in 
the regular Bangor box, not full enough 
to mash when another box is placed on 
top of it, and hauled them direct from 
trees to ripening-room, stacking them

Pruning and Pruning. 
_ | Charles A. Green in Gardening.) 

Near our fruit farm an occasional 
plant of Osage Orange hedge has been 
allowed to grow without prunivg. The 
plants thus favored have made trees 18 
teet high and 20 inches in circumfer- 
ence—as large as apple trees planted 
fifteen years in the orchard. It would 
be difficult to convince the ordinary 
observer that trees of the above size 
were planted at the same time and re- 
ceived the same culture as the insig- 
nificant shrubs not much thicker than 
my thumb, afd only four feet high, 
growing by their side. 

This fs a striking illustration of the 
results of pruning. Apple, peach and 
peur trees could have been kept by 
constant clipping, much as were these 


Osage Orange. We may trim our 
trees and vines 830 that they 
will make scarcely any growth. 


Trees cannot grow without leaves. 
They make constant effort to 
throw out more leaves. If we desire to 
check or stop growth all we have to do 
is to cut off the larger portion of the 
leaf-bearing shoots. If we cut off all 
such shoots, thus removing all leaves, 
we destroy the trees in most instances, 
but if a few leaves are left the tree or 
vine will continve to live, but will 
make no perceptible growth of root or 
trunk. Every live branch cut from a 
tree, vine or shrub lessens growth. 
Many trim that they may induce growth 
in one particular direction by thus 
judgment is required in deciding how 
extensively to prune. Many prune too 
much; some do not prune enough; 
while but few hit a happy medium, cut- 
ting a little each year, causing no 
shock, and always with regret akin to 
that the surgeon feels when taking off 
a human finger or toe. Of all pruning 
nothing is so severely pruned as grape- 
vines. When fall comes perhaps nine- 
tenths of the wood is cut away, the part 
remaining looking like the skeleton of 
the former vine. Then when growth 
—＋ the coming season numerous 
buds and shoots are rubbed off, and 
later, continual ne and shorten- 
ening is purswed. In fact, the poor 
vine is not for a moment left toits own 
sweet will, not for a moment permitted 
to pursue a natural life. Is this 
reasonable, or is the matter of trainin 
the vine (which the Almighty endowel 
with wonderful qualifications for car- 
ing for itself) being carried too far?

OCnicken Cholera Practically incura- 
ble. 


[Live Stock Record.] 
Our fowls have had the cholera 
lately, and the sure cure given a few} 
weeks ago in these columns was of no 
earthly account in staying its ravages 
The fact has been demonstrated time 
and again that the genuine chicken 
cholera cannot be cured. An exhauat- 
ive series of experiments by the Bureau 
of Animal Industry proved that a 
small.per cent. of any flock is cholera- 
proof, but not one case in hundreds re- 
covered when the disease has been con- 
tracted either by injection or inocula- 


and hot that we had taken extra pre- 
cautions in the way of keeping the 
ultry-houses clean and using disin- 
ectants liberally. We were more care- 
ful because so many of our neighbors 
were losing thejr chickens with the 
read disease. One morning we no- 
ticed under the perches the sulphur- 
yellow dropp ngs that are charac- 
teristic of the disease, and within 
fifteen minutes we had found the hen 
that was affected. It was a Leghorn, 
and though she was eating with the 
others, we saw that the tips of her 
comb were dark, as if congested. She 
was isolated for afew hours and her 
whole comb grew black, and she was 
killed. As soon as her head was cut 
off she was .opened, and it was found 
that she had a high fever. IIer gall 
and bladder was go until it was as 
large as a man’s little finger, and her 
liver was twice the natural size, and so 
tender that it broke in two upon being 
lifted up. We now had no doubts that 
we were in for it, and the house in 


ut once closed and they were put into 
another one. As fast as one showed 
the least sign of the disease it was 
killed, and in ten days we were clear of 
the disease and now at the end of two 
weeks our flock still seems healthy, what 
there is left of it. We are out about. 
sixty fowls,- young and old, and are 
more than ever convinced that there is 
no way of preventing the recurrence of 
this disease when conditions are 


favorable, and we are just as well con- 


good hens,” keep on doctoring with 
this, thatand the other nostrum * 
ag & Consequence lose all or nearly 
their fowls. One has lost all his tur- 
keys, another had eighty hens and lost 
all but seven, and so on. There is no 
doubt in our mind that we got rid of 
it sooner by having kept our houses 
clean and well white-washed than we 
would have done had we left them all 
summér without cleaning them out. 
We did not allow the droppings to lie 
in the houses even a day, and every 
day we dusted lime over the floors. 
How the first one contracted. the 
disease we have no means of 
knowing, but it was probably in just 
the 1 condition to become a prey to 
any disorder, and some germ floating in 
the air entered its system and before 
we had a chance to know that it was 
affected it had inoculated all those 
which died, or rather which we killed. 
— soon as one —— = — — 
ond the possibility of infecting other 
fowls, and we have thus —— oy the 
disease out with comparatively little 
loss, though it makes us wince a little 
when we think of some of our special 
favorites that are lost. Of course we 
have only lost the first cost of the 
fowls, but as we must replace them by 
buying in the market, in the end we 
have lost at least as many dollars as 
we have fowls. We have heard of peo- 
— who never had cholera in their pure 
red fowls, but we do not know one of 
them. Ih this part of the country 
everybody got it this year. 


Orested White Ducks. 

‘These among ducks are what the 
Polish varieties of chickens are among 
fowls. They are not so large by two or 
three pounds as the Pekin or Rouens. 
but they are very ornamental and 
always attract attention wherever 
shown. They lay a large number of 
eggs, and are quite easily grown, and 
can be raised away from water very 
well. The crest consists of a large 
ball-sha trift of feathers well- 
balan on the top of the head. The 
color of the plumage is pure white 
throughout. Crested ducks do not eat 
as much as the larger breeds and 
are perhaps quite as profitable aside 
from their handsome appearance. Like 
other varieties of ducks they are free 
from cholera and other diseases which 
is a long mark in their favor. Where 
running water or a never-failing poud 
is accessible ducks will find their own 
living the whole year. For table use 
nothing in the way of fowls is better 
than a well-tatted young duck.

TERRITORY OF UTAH UNDER 
POLYGAMOUS MORMON RULE. 


— 


Tryihg to Trick Utah Into the Union— 
Complete Mormon Distranchise- 
ment the Only Effective Measure 
to Throttie Mormonism. 


J. Hollister in Chicago Tribune | 

Ny the passage of the Edmunds act of 
18 Congress initiated a policy which 
contemplates a pressure upon the po- 
ivgamic theocracy of Utah by the en- 
fercement of the criminal laws against 

lygamy on the one hand and by the po- 
itical disqualification of actual polyga- 
mists on the other. How is this policy 
working? By taking the comrts and 
juvies out of Mormon bands a few po- 
‘yzamists have been sent to the peni- 
tentiary forshort terths -for “unlawful 
cohabitation.” These few regard their 
incarceration as an honorable distine- 
tion, and so do all their tribe. They 
come out of jail confirmed instead of 
shaken in their determination to live 
their religion“ regardless of conse- 
quences. They are impelled to. new 
concealments in the violation of 
the law, some of them to 
more open defiance. Ilundreds have 
temporarily exiled themselves. They 
regard the prosecutions for po y samy 
as persecution. These prosecutions 
have no doubt deterred some persons 
from “going into polygamy,” they 
have certainly operated as an induce- 
ment for many more to do so. They 
have caused the polygamists pecuniary 
loss and personal distress, but they 
have not caused them to weaken. They 
have, as their only apparent outcome, 
élriven the polygamists to their pend- 
ing attempt to trick Con s into the 
admission of Utah to the Union of 
Sttaes. Such is the effect of the en- 
vorcement of the criminal laws against 
polygamy. IIow is political disqualifi- 
cation operating? 

At the first revision of the voting 
lists under the Edmunds act in 1882. 
12,000 names of actual polygamists 
were dropped, but these men still con- 
trolled the politics of the Territory the 
same as ever. because the politics of 
the Mormon Church is the politics of 
the Territory, and, the actual polyga- 
mists being in exclusive possession of 
the offices and machinery of the church, 
they had no trouble in controlling Ter- 
‘ritorial politics. Ilence their political 
disqualification amounted to nothing 
practically; indeed, it operated in favor 


rather than against the practice of po- 


tygamy, because it induced on the part 
of the polygamists an extraordinary 
effort t strengthen themselves. Two 
Legislatures were elected by the mo- 
nogamous Mormons, which were as 
higotedly Mormon or polygamist in ac- 
tion as any Legislatures that had pre- 
ceded them. 

Five years of trial convinced Con- 
gress that this experiment was a fuail- 
ure, and the last Congress went a step 
further. It disfranchised all the women 
and every man, being a monogamust, 
who should-not register an oath to obey 
the laws, and particularly the laws in- 
hibiting polygamy. It also provided 
fora new legislative apportionment. 
The purpose of these measures was to 
80 reduce the Mormon voters as to give 
the Gentiles some show at the polls, 
with the view o securing an American 
Lezislature for Utah. It was not be- 
lieved that Mormons would take the 
test oath, but three-fourths of them 
took it, reserving to themselves the 
right to disregard it should they change 
their minds after registration, and uo 
doubt they will all take it when, if ever, 
‘the necessity for it arises. An election 
has been held and we have the result. 
Before giving it let me go back a little. 

The total registration in 1882, with 
12,000 polygamists dropped, was 33,266 
18.772 males and 14.494 females. In 
the election of that year for a delegate 
to Congress the Mormons polled 23,039 
and the Gentiles 4884. In 1884 the total 
registration was 41.858. That year the 
Mormon vote was 21,130 and the Gen- 
tile vote 2215. In 1886 the total regis- 


tion was 45.375—24.971 males and 20,404 


females. The Mermon vote was 19,605 
and the Gentile vote 2810. Notice that 
in the last two elections neither side 
cast more than half its vote—the Mor- 
mons because they didn’t need it and 
the Gentiles because it was no use.. 
This year all females were drop 
from the lists under the Tucker-Ed- 
munds act of last session. The total 
registration was about 20.500. The 
election was held August Ist, and was 
for members of the Legislature and 
other officers. The returns show a total 
evote on members of the Lower Ilouse 
of 16,655—13,395 Mormons and 3255 
‘Gentile and scattering. The pro d 
State constitution received virtually all 
the Mormon votés that were cast. The 
Bentiles refrained from recog- 
nizing the fraud af all, but abont 500 
votes were cast against it. By reason 
of the sweeping disfranchisement of 
Mormons—12,000 actual polygamists 
and 20.000 women—of as favorable a 
legislative districting for Gentile inter- 
ests as could be made, and of the con- 
trol of the election machinery the 
Gentiles were enabled to return three 
members of the Lower and two of the 
Upper House of the Legislature. If 


‘~ they had registered closely they could 


have elected five members of the Lower 
and three of the Upper House, but this 
is the best they could have done, or 
that they have any apparent prospect 
of doing under existing laws. There 
are 27,000 legal voters in Utah now, 
supposing all male monogamists. other- 
wise qualified, to be competent to take 
‘the test oath. It will be seen that only 
75 per cent. of these registered, and 
that only about 60 per cent. of them 

As in 90 per cent. of the pre- 
cincts there are no Gentile votes to 


. speak of, there was nothing to call out 


4 full vote. As to the registration, 


-gome were doubtless deterred by the 


test oath, but more, on the 
Mormon side, because there was no 
necessity for it: on the Gentile 
side, because it appeared to be useless. 
After the disfranchisement of 32,000 
Mormon voters. they have still 22.000 
against the Gentile 5000, and there is 
no prospect of any material change in 
this relative disparity. So. one side 


having nothing to fear and the other 


nothing @ hope, there is not likely to 


des very full registration soon. Not 


on account of the test-oath; a test-oath 
is no good. It is looked on as a pledge 


exacted under duress, and therefore as 


of no account. | think it deterred 
very few from registering, and that it 
will deter fewer in future. 

It would seem that the expectations 
ef Congress in the enactment of the 


laws of 1882 and 1888 are defeated. | 
The sum total ot their effect is the 
peas attempt of the Mornions to 
trick Utah into the Union. They have 
already performed their part of the 
trick—agreed that _ obedience to the 
alleged command of God to them shall 
be punished as a misdemeanor. An 
anti- ‘vgamy provision in their State 
Constitution, depending solely on 
themselves for enforcement, is to end a 
practice which the United States stat- 
utes enforced, as well as may be, b 

non-Mormous, are powerless to end. 
At the same time, they continue to 
disobey these statutes, and to evade 
and resist their enforcement by all the 
means at theircommand. The law of 
their church, upon which this contuma- 
cy is based, stands unrepealed, and 
there is no preliminary explanation of 
their sudden adoption of legislation 
which they have always bitterly de- 
nounced as unconstitutional interfer- 
ence with the free exercise of religion, 
save that “polygamy is regarded as in- 
compatible with a republican form of 
government. 

The Mormon Church claims and ex- 
ércises exclusive control of marriage. 
It is responsible for polygamy and its 
maintenance in spite of the United 
States. It might, with some show of 
dignity, direct the discontinuance of 
the practice, not, if it is sensitive about 
it, as wrong or even impracticble, if it 
chose to persist, but as the leest of the 
evils left to its choice. Instead of this 
it poses as a neutral, careful not to 
commit itself. While its powerfal 
priesthood gives place for the moment 
to its political puppets. it surrenders 
not a shred of its power, not an iota of 
its boundless pretensions. The poli- 
ticians are permitted to offer polygamy 
in exchan for Statehood, but 
it will rest with the pmesthood 
to deliver the goods. How it must 
laugh at the thought of being taken 
seriously—althe idea that in shifting 
all local power from Congress to itself 
it will be rendered less disposed to or 
less capable of taking care of its own! 
The surrender of polygamy on paper 
and by vote and oath is a ruse to re- 
store their dropped voters to the lists, 
to restere the exiled polygamists to 
their harems, and to stop all prosecu- 
tions for polygamy at once and forever 
by placing the judiciary of Utah exclu- 
sively in the hands of the polygamists. 
And, yet. they hope this bold-faced 
fraud will succeed. Upon their first 
arrival in this valley they orzanized a 
State and demanded admission to the 
Union. That was forty years 
years ago and they have been 
trying to break into the Union ever 
since. The State Constitution recently 
framed is their sixth. The day that 
sees Utah a State will be “the day of 
their deliverance,” and this they have 
been told without pause through all 
these years. In proportion as they long 
for it the Gentiles have cause to dread 
it. The latter have been able to reside 
in Utah and carry on business—mainly 
mining for the precious metals and 
business incident thereto — only by 


reuson of the protection extended to 


them by Congress. Withdraw that 
and the Gentiles would have to with- 
draw with it, or, remaining, defend 
themselves and their interests as best 
they might. Mormonism offers the 
same terms to the world as Moham- 
medanism —conversion, tribute or 
the sword. The friction necessarily 
creates some ill-feeling. but the trouble 
is not personal—it is in the antagonism 
of two distinct systems of thought, of 
religion, of government, of society, of 
civilization. 

1 have indicated the Mormon road 
out of the imbroglio—namely, into the 
Union. The Gentiles have two ways 
out; at least some think so. The first 
is by working up a boom for Utah. 
There is room for such a transforma- 
tion of Utah as has come to Colorado 
in the last ten years. All industry in 
the mountain States is based on mining 
for the precious metals. For this rail- 
ruads are built and rated. coal 
mines worked, and iron foundries and 
machine shops run; and Utah’s out- 
put of the precious metals, now 
$7,000,000 or $000,000 per annum, 
might be quadrupled. We have a de- 
sirable climate, agreeable and con- 
ducive to man’s r well-being, and 
there is an oasis of splendid garden 
land stretching along the base of the 
Wahsatch Mountains like a green 
ribbon for 200 miles, flanked 


q | on either side by 500 miles breadth 


of mountains and 
wouldn't require a very large 
host of newcomers to purchase this 
oasis—towns, farms. gardens and or- 
chards—and thus force the Mormon 
Church to remove its headquarters to 
some other locality. It would resist 
such an invasion, but probably inef- 
fectually. The land bought from under 
it here, it would hardly attempt to 
again plant itself within the bounds of 
the Republic. This is perhaps a possi- 
ble road out of the Utah trouble. But 
ordinary emigrauts would not answer. 
We need the class now so rapidly set- 
tling in Southern California—a class 
well-to-do and whom the desire to ob- 
tain a softer climate alone impels to be- 
come emigrants at all. 


The other way is by destroying the 
Mormons’ belief in their invincibilit 
by letting the sawdust out of their doll, 
by convincing them once and for all 
that they are not under immediate di- 
vine guidance, or in any other way to 
become the ruling power of the world. 
How can this be done? Let us ask how 
they strike us, how they forward their 
conquests? By their votes, used pre- 
cisely as an army uses its muskets. 
Who placed this instrument of govern- 
ment, the ballot, in their hands? Con- 
gress. Can Congress rightfully take it 
away from them? Without arguing 
that question it is enough to say that 
Congress has taken it away from a part 
of them. But if there is good ground 
to take it from part of them there is 
good ground to take it from all, and 
vice-versa. .From the instinct of 
self-preservation, if not from the 
impulse of divine revelation. 
by which they profess to 
be moved, any part of them must use 
the ballot in the intetest of the whole. 
They have always voted as a unit, and 
from the nature of Mormonism they 
must do so. As soon as this was clearly 
understood in Illinois they were driven 
off at all hazards, Then they had but 
3000 votes. Now they have 30.000 
male votes in Utah alone, aud fast- 
growing bunches of votes in adjacent 
States and Territories. With all our 
endeavor on whatever line, we have 
affected their political solidity not a 
* therefore our opposition has 
ped rather than hindered them. 
Speaking of their expulsion from Illi- 


deserts. It 


nois, Brigham Young said: The! 


priests and the politicians could dis- 
cern. that Mormonism was hering 
its thousands and tens of yusands, 
and that it would be but a very 
short time ere the State would 
be governed entirely by the Latter- 
Day Saints. The whole election would 
bave been controiled by them if we 
had not come out and forbidden eur 
people to vote. We had to do this or 
control the ballot-box. 

In these words Brigham Young pre- 
sents the cause of the Gentiles aguinst 
the Mormons. If they were permitted 
to vote the State would be governed 
entirely * the Latter Day Saints.“ 
Ile knew that from the nature of Mor- 
monism the Mormens must vote asa 
unit or not at all, and that, therefore, 
any uttempt on the part of Americans 
to hold an election within the sphere 
of Mormon influence must result in 
either a tragedy or a farce. In Linois 
it resulted in a tragedy; in Utah it re- 
sults in a farce. It seems, then, that 


mon influence nust either be governed 
entirely by the Latter{Day Saints,“ or 

Mormons must be 8 gr of the 
ballot and of all political privil 
incident thereto. Their political privi- 
leges are now hedged about with most 
humiliating restrictions, and to no 
purpose save to irritate. To take away 
all their political privileges would 
searcely be more severe and would cer- 
tainly be effective. At all events, it is 
the least of the evils forced upon us. 
Their use of the ballot is incompatible 
with ours, and inasmuch as they use it 
but to substitute despotic for free insti- 
tutions, let them, instead of us, be 
made to forego its use. 

If in this we are attacking their re- 
ligion, so much the worse for their re- 
ligion. May this Mormon people oust 
our people from their inheritance with- 
out question, because it is their religion 
to do so, or because they are a sect as 
well as a ple and are acting de- 
voutly? What, in the meantime, of 
our religion? Has their religion all 
rights and ours no rights? In this 
case,as in others, the rights can hardly 
all be on one side. Is a conspiracy 
which is treason, which is forwarded by 
physical even more than by moral 
means, and which must cul ninate in 
war if not broken up, any the lessa 
conspiracy because it is also 
the religion of the conspirators? 
Are we to be paralyzed by a word em- 


igion is now the stronger. Will it be 
80 Quixotic as to wait till their religion 
is the stronger before trying titles? 
That the Mormon conspiracy against 
all governments and against all human 
rights isa religion makes it all the more 
formidable; indeed, gives it all its 
strength; it seems to me preposterous 
that it should expect te attack as a re- 
ligion and not to beattacked in return. 
In this country it is an interloper. Any 
means mer to get rid of it are jus- 
tifiable. It will be criminal on the part 
of Congress not to exert all its rightful 
forces to do so while it may be done 
without bloodshed. 

Let alk Mormons in the Territories, 
then, be politically disqualified by act 
of Congress; and whenever any other 
sect arises with the same hostile 
political purpose let that be treated in 
the same manner. In all the Terri- 
tories except Utah the non-Mormons 
are in sufficient force to see that the 
disqualification takes effect. In Utah 
it can be enforced through a commis- 
sion, —7 under the supervision 
of Congress. filling all offices by appoint- 
ment, until such time as the Territory 
can be safely turned over to resident 
non-Mormons. 

In this way the Mormon conspiracy 
against civilization can be squelched 
and made a total, tinal, irretrievable 
failure. The hallucination of the Mor- 
mons thus cured, and the belief in their 
unique cull to rule the world destroyed, 
the more or less rapid disintegration of 
the organization would follow. Or, 
confining itself to the legitimate field 
of religious activity, it might enjoy a 
1 life of usefulness and peace. 

o admit Utah as a State until the 
power of the Mormon theocracy is ef- 
fectually broken would be to entail 
upon ourselves troubles for which re- 
mote generations would have reasons 
to curse us.

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DIFFICULTIES IN KSTABLISHING 
1 MILITARY POSTS. 


Five Hundred Candidates for a Chap- 
lain's Position—A Lieutenant Who 
Has Served Twenty-two Years in 
His Present Position. 


{Chicago Tribune. 

The wheels of the Government move 
slowly in the establishment of new 
military posts. More than ayear agoa 
large appropriation was made available 
for the purchase of a site near Sault 
Ste. Marie, Mich., for the establishment 
of a four-company post, to be known as 
Ft. Brady, and as yet the title papers 
have not even been obtained by the 
War Department. From the present 
aspect of the case many months more 
will elapse before the work of construc- 


tion can commence. A similar delay 


is imminent in the case of the proposed 
ten-company post for which an appro- 
priation has been made at Denver, 
Colo. A controversy has arisen over 
the title to this site, which, while not 
so serious as in the case of the Ft. 
Brady property, bids fair to susgend 
building operations for some time, and 
probably until another building season 
aes. The plans and specifications for 
the buildings at this post are being put 
in shape at the Quartermaster-General’s 
office. Capt. George A. Cook, who per- 
formed such excellent work in connec- 
tion with the new mess-hall and other 
buildings at David’s Island, New York 
Harbor, is among the quartermasters 
Fo of as quite likely to be placed in 
charge of the construction of the new 
post when the time once arrives to 
‘commence. operations. 

The only army case of any import- 
ance before the President at this time 
is the selection of a successor to Post- 
Chaplain McAdams, who was retired 
last month. Since this place became 

vacant applications have been pourin 
in from all directions, swelling the lis 
of aspirants to nearly 500. ‘There are 
so many different denominations and 
sections of the country represented and 
so many politicians interested that the 
President has therefore been unable to 
make a choice, although the papers 
have been before him for some time. 
No action will probably be taken now 
until the President and —— of 
War both return to Washington. It is 
understood that the President will not 
consider the application of any minis- 
ter over the age of 45 years, as he de- 
sires that his appointees shall have a 
reasonable period of service before be- 
coming entitled to the benefits of the 
retired list.

An opportunity now offers itself for 
the promotion of the oldest lieutenant 
in the army. and that the War Depart- 
ment may not overlook the chance the 
friends of the officer concerned—First- 
Lieut. William Ennis, Fourth Artil- 
lery—have made haste to bring the case 
to its attention. This officer has served 
in his present grade for nearly twenty- 
two years, a longer period by two years 
than any lieutenant of infantry now in 
the service. The plan threugh which 
be hopes to reach his captaincy now is

„Fourth Artillery, to fill a vacancy 
at present existing on the disability re- 
tired list. Capt. Morris will be ordered

St. Paul's. 


| A THOSPITAL AND HOME FOR INVALIDS 


PROJECTED. 

Los ANGELES, Sept. 24.—{'lo the 
Editor of Tux Times.} The subject of 
establishing in Los Angeles another 
hospital has engaged the attention of 
churches and members of the medical 
profession for some time past, but until 
quite recently the way did not seem 
open for undertaking such an enter- 
prise. The needs of such an institu- 
tion have been great, and are becoming 
more urgent on account of the great 
numbers who seek our city for the 
restoration of their health. A hotel or 
boarding-house cannot afford a suit- 
able refuge for the feeble sufferers, and 
in many cases the expense, including 
that of a special nurse, is too heavy to 
be borne. It is a work of true benevo- 
lence to establish a retreat where the 
sick can be tenderly cared for, and 
especially that no worthy person shall 
be excluded because of his poverty. 

The way is providentially opeued at 
last for the establishment of a hospital 
and home for invalids. St. Paul's 
Protestant Episcopal Church holds in 
trust some valuable real estate for edu- 
cational and benevolent pur 8. and 
the vestry of that church have very 
liberally set apart some lots of the 
value of about ten thousand dollars, 
which they are ready to transfer to a 
board of directors. Articles of incor- 

ration have been executed and a 
— of directors elected, composed of 
members of St. Paul’s Church, and of 
other Protestant churches, as well as 
members of the Catholic and Hebrew 
churches. In compliment to St. Paul's 
Church and in recognition of the lib- 
erality of its vestry, the proposed hos- 
pital is to bear its name. Provision is 
made in the constitution and by-laws 
that in the reception of patients there 
shall be no distinction as to creed or 
condition, and that clergymen of 
all denominations shall be privileged 
to minister to patients according to the 
respective preferences of such patients. 
It is earnestly desired by those who 
have been immediately instrumental 
thus far in ow the plans of organ- 
ization that all the churches and be- 
nevolent orders, as well as the medical 
profession, shall assist in this beneti- 
cent work and have « voice in its man- 
agement. It is undertaken in a Catho- 
lie spirit, and on a basis on which all 
can heartily unite. It is hoped that 
cobperative committees will be formed 
to-solicit aid for current expenses and 
for the nucleus of a building fund, so 
that the Hospital and Ilome may enter 
fully equipped on its work of mercy. 
It is hoped that the prominent business 
men of Los Angeles, with their accus- 
tomed large-hearted liberallty, will also 
assist in establishing this enterprise on 
a substantial basis. — 

It is proposed to go forward at once 
by accepting the control of a small pri- 
vate hospital, already under the sug. 
cessful management of a trained and 
devoted nurse, and, by removal to more 
commodious quarters, start it imme- 
diately, under her management, on its 
mission to suffering humanity. The 
steps thus far taken have been of a 
preparatory nature,and such as the 
urgency of the case demanded, The 
officers thus chosen will serve until the 
annual election, in January. when it is 
expected there will be a complete or- 

anization,and all cooperating mem- 
— bave a voice in the selection of 
their successors. The following are 
the officers of St. Paul’s Hospital and 
Home for Invalids, as now organized:

“BLP” DISCUSSES SOME QUEER

Deviled Octopt, Grilled Ecbint, Liv- 
iag Cacumbers—The Tastes of the 
Meathens—Sharks' Fins as a Reg - 
ular Rare Bills of Fare.

Los Angeles’ Chinatown is 4 mag- 
net which claims almost every tourist 
im Southern California, and the sights 
ene sees of sober deacons from unknown 
New England towns watching a game 
of Canton faro, or investigating the 
mysteries of the opium den, remind one 
ef the old days in the Paris Mabille, 
‘when respectable Americans took in 
the great moral show, as a duty, and 
critically investigated the mysteries of 
the can-can. 

To all intents and purposes, the 
Chinatown of this city is a bit of Can- 
ton, removed here as if by the slave of 
the lamp. The entirely different po- 
litical atmosphere has not affected the 
people in the slightest. Their interests 
are still in China. Not one in a thou- 
sand knows or cares who is President 
of the United Stit s. They have re- 
tained all their customs, and are abso- 
lately unchanged by their friction with 
the American dev ls. There is one 
difference between their lives here and 
at home. There, in the back country, 
10 cents a day is considered good 
waves, while here they make from $30 
to $100 a month, which is kept and 
added to until perhaps $1000 or $2000 
is accumulated. The Chinaman then 
proceeds to exchange his American 
money for Mexican dollars, buying the 
latter at a discount, and forthwith sail; 
for Canton, where his Mexican dollar is 
received at par. Long-headed John is 


now arich man, as $2000 will keep him 


in style for the rest of his natural life. 

The attractiveness of Chinatown to 
tourists lies in the fact, then, that it is 
almost a fac-simile of Canton, as far as 
customs go, and this is particularly 
true of the food, ene can find the 
same articles of diet to be found on the 
“anton market, and in this respect the 
Chinese are uliar. Their food is 

uliar, to say the least, and often ab- 

rrent to American ideas, though it 
must be confessed that this is to some 
extent imaginative. 

In passing along in front of the Chi- 
nese provision stores, one obtains the 
impression that refuse of all kinds 
forms the base of their supplies; and 
such is, to some extent, the case. What 
Americans consider the poorest food 
affords John a fine repast, and nothing 
1s too poor for him. Ile has no preju- 
dices, and goes on the liberal sone te 
that everything in nature is good for 
something. As a rule the strangest 
viands are found in front of the so- 
called grocery stores. Here is a basket 
containing dried snakes; at least such 
is the impression the mass conveys—a 
horrible mess of coiled arms or tenta- 
cles, as if ten thousand snakes had been 
squeezed to death, and then mummi- 
fied for half a century. To this add a 
flavor of old bilge, and you have dried 
octopus. That constitutes a favorite 
food of the Chinese whenever they can 
get it. The animals are taken and 
soaked in water, made into soups and 
stews, or munched dry. 

The octopus is a shell-fish, a blood 
relation to the devil-fish of Victor 
Hugo, and certainly devil-like in its 
appearance. It abounds in many seas, 
and ranges from two to thirty feet 
across its tentacles. 

Imagine a bag-like body as la as 
a man’s closed fist, from which radiates 
eight snake-like attenuated arms, each 
lined with rows of powerful suckers 
upon their under sides. On each side 
Place a small eye, capable of lighting 
up with a baneful green gleam. 
tween the eight arms on the under side 
imagine a circular mouth with two 

t-like beaks, only the upper fit- 
fin into the lower; add to this a lon 
ribbon-like tongue, itself armed wit 
sharp recurving teeth. Imagine this 
monster capable of changing its color 
almost at will. and of ejecting into the 
surrounding water a cloud of sepia or 
black ink from a special ink bag, and 
you have the octopus or devil-fish, one 
of the most repulsive animals in all 
nature, and one of the most popular of 
all Chinese dishes. It tastes, when 
fresh, something like a (ros between 
lard and poor oleumargarine. When 
dried it is an entirely different thing. 
Have you ever eaten skonse“ well 
sprinkled with bilge water? If you 
have you know what dried octopus is 
like. In the San Francisco markets 
fresh octopus is often seen; very large 
ones, with arms eight or ten feet in 
length, finding a ready sale among the 
Italians as well as Chinese. I have 
often caught a bulky variety in the 
Gulf of Mexico, off Yucatan, and once 
while walking along a coral reef, 1 

ed down entirely under water 
and ran my arm intoacrevicein the 
, not the shell cyprea 
that I intended, but an octopus; and 
the next moment I was held in its 
strong embrace. Exactly how many 
— 2 of coral I tore away in wrench- 

g my arm out I would not like to 
say, but it was quite a number. I 
often speared these animals, and to 
give some idea of the power of their 
sackers, I have known one, when I 
was lifting it into the boat, to bring up 
at least twenty pounds of branch coral 
with it, the long arms being wound in 
and out among the branches. 

Prof. Henry Ward, the well-known 
naturalist, told me of an amusing in- 
eident in this same locality. He had 
employed a man at Key West to do the 
hard work of collecting coral, which 
consists in bringing it up, either by 
diving or by instruments resemblin 
those used by oystermen. After load- 
ing ths boar it was put in shore, and 
the coral carried up beyond tidewater 
te die. Iu transporting it up various 
animals would drop out, and among 
them, upon one occasion, was a large 
and fine octopus, that with body erect 
began to scramble over the sand to its 
mative element. Wishing to catch it 
the man gave it a kick with his bare 
foot, whereupon the enraged animal 
threw its arms about his legs in a cold, 
clammy embrace that completely tied 
him fast, and for a few moments he 


danced and struggled about the sands | 


in vain efforts to escape. 
In the northern waters of this State. 
and especially up in Alaska. the octo- 
us attains extremely large dimensions. 
Tne body of the animal may be little 


when extended will have a radial 
spread of from twenty-eight to thirty 
feet. A specimen of the former size 
has been modeled for Yale College, 
and is exhibited in the college museum. 
It a specimen three feet across can lift 
twenty pounds of coral and seriously 
interfere with a man’s movemeets, the 
strength of one of these monsters of 
the North can be imagined. 

In 1867 it was stated that an Indian 
woman was drowned by one, but the 
evidence was somewhat unsatisfactory. 
The woman suddenly disappeared, and 
when discovered was lying upon the 
bottom, neara very large devil-fish. 
The Indians spear and hoist them into 
the air, and cut off the tentacles before 
they take them in. 

In walking along the Santa Monica 
beach the stroller often finds a flat, 
‘oval or semi-oval shaped object. Its 
common name is the sand-dollar, and 
it is an animal not distantly related to 
the star-fish, or to put it scientifically, 
are echinoderm. In various waters 
other kinds are found, and considered 
dainties by Sourmonds. The Chinese 
are particularly fond of them. In 
Europe various species of echini are es- 
teemed by the Spanish, Italians and 
Greeks. They are often called 
and eaten as one sometimes sees an . 
enten — holding the animal in one han 
and dipping the interior out with a 
spoon. Around Corsica and Algeria 
tie echinus melo is most esteemed, 
while the various ports have their fa- 
vorite kinds. Many eat these animals 
raw, while others cook them. To the 
American palate they are dry, insipid 
and revolting. ‘Tons-are consumed by 
the Chinese. 

A“ certain seasons or times a tub 
will be found in front of a Chinese gro- 
cery containing what are apparently 
the soles of old shoes collected bya 
rag-picker, The objects present a most 
uncanny appearance, yet cooked with 
various Chinese condiments, they are 
hammered into material for soups and 
are supposed to be palatable. These 
pieces of sup leather represent 
another branch of the echinoderms and 
are known in the trade as trepaugs. 
When alive they resemble large black 
cucumbers crawling over the bottom 
and range from one to two feet long. 
As to their toughness, the reader can 
judge, when I say that I have had to 
cut one in pieces with a hatchet before 
it could be taken from the spear barb. 
With the Chinese, trepaug id perhaps 
the greatest delicacy after bird-nest 
soup, and the demand makes the in- 
dustry a very important one. The fish- 
eries are almost entirely in the hands 
of the Malays, who go to the reefs 
where the animals are found and Sol- 
lect them by thousands. They are first 
tossed into boiling water to remove the 
salt water which they contain, then 
after the entrails have been removed 
they are placed in a cauldron contain- 
ing mimosa bark and very little water. 
This is to preserve them, and when 
thoroughly dry they are tied in bales 
and stowed away in the hold of the 
vessel for shipment. On the market 
they bring about thirty shillings for 125 
unds. There are about 250 vessels 
in the trade. 

The trepaugs are sold dry and used 
in many dishes, but principally asa 
base for soups. A very little goes a 
long way with an American. 

The famous bird-nest soup is -rare 
even in Chinatewn, though base imita- 


tions are not uncommon, its cost pre- 


venting its use among the common peo- 
— The bird that produces the nest is 

nown to science as Collocalia nidifica, 
and found in various parts of India. 
The nest is a thin gummy shelf placed 
in a dangerous position, so much so 
that many lives are lost yearly 
in gathering them. The nest & en- 
tirely a natural product. The bird se- 
lects a place, and hovering in the air 
presses its tongue against the wall and 
attaches a single thread of gluten that 
coaguiates on contact. with the air. 
This act is repeated until 
finally in a week or more a shelf 


Be- | is made of sufficient strength to support 


the bird. At first the nest is pure and 
clear. and is then most valuable, but con- 
stant use injures it both in appearance 
and value. The nest hunters dry them 
in the sun, when they are arranged in 
grades and finally shipped to the large 
cities, where they aredivided into three 
grades and placed on the market, and, 
as might be expected, only eaten by the 
wealthy, by whom they are considered 
not merely a delicacy but a rare tonic. 

Any one who lives or has lived in 
Mexico or Colorado is familiar with 
the honey ant, and it is not surprising 
to know that the Chinese have taken 
up this strange dish and esteem it very 
highly. This ant is peculiar in_ its 
method of storing up provisions. Cer- 
tain ones seem to be selected as living 
storehouses, and to these the other 
ants deliver up the honey or other 
liquid food which they obtain in their 
nightly trips. The ants so liberally 
supplied do not digest it, but swell and 
expand to an immense size, so that 
they carn hardly move, and remain 
clinging to the walls of a special room 
set apart for them. As many as fifty 
of these honey jars will be foundina 
single chamber, and in all Nature no 
more remarkable economic arrauge- 
ment is found. When the worker ants 
become hungry they go to the living 
bottles and bv caressing them obtain a 
supply. In Old Mexico the nests of 
these ants are eagerly sought by the 
natives, and the honey jars taken and 
served as a dessert to Mexican gour- 
mands, who take the insects by the 
head and bite off the abdomen contain- 
ing the honey. There is something 
disagreeable about this at first, but is 
it any more so than to eat a dying oys- 
ter, whose agony has been increased by

The 
vegetation is luxuriant, and natural 
pasturage very fine. The Indians raise 
potatoes, cabbages, cauliflower, carrots. 
turnips and lettuce.”

The Men They Sent. 

The Kansas City News says: “In the 
number of soldiers sacrifi in the late 
war, as compared with those sent by 
each State into the field, Kansas sus- 
tained the greatest loss of life. One out 
of every five from Kansas died of dis- 
ease or was killed in battle.“ 

The News might have gone farther, 
and said that Kansas sent more troops 
to the field in proportion to we oe 
lation than any other State. ith a 
population in 1860 of 107,206, she sent 
20,161 men to the Union army, or nearly 
one for every five of her population. 
Her quota was 12,931, so she sent more 
than. 7000 more than she was re- 
quired. Illinois came next to Kansas, 
having sent to the war 15.1 per cent. of 
her population, and Indiana and Min- 
nesota next with a fraction of over 14 

recent. The Pacific States sent but 
few men to the Union army—Califor- 
nia’s contribution being 4.1 per cent. of 
her population, and Oregon 3.4. The 
porder States, for obvious reasons, also 
show a small percentage of their popu- 
lation in the Union army. Of the 
Northern States New Hampshire sent 
the smallest proportion of her popula- 
tion into the army—her percentage be- 
ing 10.6, when that for the whole of 
New England was 13, or about one in 
eight.

WHERE HE LIVES IN SUMMER 
AND HOW. 


His Castie on the Heights, Near Har- 
per’s Ferry—The Splendor of an 
American Journalist's Home-—Lit- 
erature and Leisure.

GAPLAND, SouTH MOUNTAIN Md.) 
Sept. 10.—South Mo stain is a spur of 
the Blue Ridge range of mountains. 
Maryland Heights, opposite the ruins 
of the old arsenal at Harper's Ferry, is 
another spur. South Mountain is about 
eight miles east of IIarper's Ferry and 
the valley between is Pleasant Valley. 
East of South Mountain is Catoctin Val- 
ley and east of that the Catoctin 
Mountains. There are two natural 
gaps or passes by which South Mount- 
uin can easily be crossed. These gaps 
are called Turner's Crampton's re- 
spectively. 
tary importance and a battle between 
the Union and Rebel troops was fought 
at each place. Ex-President Hayes 
was wounded at Turner’s gap. and in 
the two battles not fewer than ux, 
men were killed or wounded. 

Crampton's gap, where the mountain 
dips sharply like the trough of a wave. 
has been purchased by George Alfred 
Townsend, the journalist, novelist and 
poet. The site is a magnificent one 
and its owner has seen its advantages 
and seized upon them. He has built 
a country home, which for comfort, 
elegance, uniqueness and individuality 
is not equaled by the residence of an 
other literary mam in America. Gat 
has expended as much care and thought 
upon his home as he would put upon 
the development of a plot for a ro- 
mance. His house is full of ideas, and 
it is one of the most harmonious archi- 
tectural creations that I have seen in 
the way of rural dwellings. 

In the first place, the location is a re- 
markable one. The house overlooks 
the storied vale of Catoctin and com- 
mands the distant undulating summits 
of the picturesque Catoctin Mountains. 
The valley is a perpetual panorama of 
beauty: green, rolling and fertile, it 
stretches away to the north and south 
a score of wiles in length. Three 
qiaint, 
billowy fields and lend variety to the 
restful scene. The fields are separated 
by stone walls or hedges, and the 
landscape has all the finish and rich- 
ness of a bit of old England. Gath's 
home is 1000 feet above the level of the 
sea and the air is fine and bracing 

The country fora score of miles 
about is rich in historical associations. 
Eight miles to the east is IIarper's 
Ferry, with its beanty and tragic his- 
tory. Six miles northeast isthe battle- 
field of Antietam and the National 
cemetery. Six miles along the meun- 
tain’s crest is Turners Gap. <A _ few 
miles distant is John Brown’s farm 
and the old logcabin in which he lived.

Where We Get Epsom Salts. 
[Philadelphia Times.! 

Epsom salt is the name given in 
pharmacy to the hydrated sulphate of 
mnagnesia, Which was obtained over 
200 years ago by evaporating the 
waters of some mineral springs at 
Epsom, England. Sea water was af- 
terward found to contain it, the brine 
remaining after the separation of the 
common salt, consisting of the sul- 
phate of magnesia and the chlorides of 
magnesium and calcium. It was 
readily obtained by collecting the first 
crystals which formed and washin 
them with a strong solution of tie 
same salt. An excellent quality is 
manufactured at Baltimore and in this 
city, from the mineral magnesite, 
silicious hydrate of magnesia, which is 
found in the serpentine of this region. 
The mineral. reduced to powder, is 
dissolved im sulphuric acid. The pro- 
duct, after drying, is calcined in order 
to decompose the sulphate of iron. It 
is then dissolved in water, and any 
iron present is: precipitated by sulphu- 
ret of lime. The crystals of sulphate

The Fact Demonstrated That Sugar 
Can Be Successfully Made from 
Kansas Sorghum—OCarbonate of 
Lime the Secret of Bucceas. 


— — 


(Ohicago Tribune.) 

Nothing has been a source of greater 
inspiration or encouragement to the 
people of Ft. Scott in particular and 
the State of Kansas in general than 
the establishment of the fact, beyond 
all doubt, that the experiments in the 
manufacture of sugar from sorghum 
cane, conductéd at the Parkinson 
Sagar Works in this city, has termi- 
nated in the most complete and grati- 
fying success. During the last six 
weeks or two months men have been 
employed in taking out the heavy. Ger- 
man machinery, which was used last 
year, and introducing new machinery 
of American make, constructed ac- 
cording to the ideas of Judge Parkin- 
son and Prof. Swenson, and peculiarly 
adapted to the diffusion of the particu- 
lar cane with which they have tw deal. 
They have also adupted a new method 
of clarifying the juice, which is also 


peculiarly adapted to the extract of the | seed 


ane here, and which has resulted in 
an equally gratifying success. 

Hue of the great difficulties last year 
owas a failure to successfully clarify the 

uice. The first method employed was 

at used on the plantations of Louisi- 
ana, and the second was that followed 
in the making of sugar from the beet, 
both of which were failures. Judge 
Parkinson and Prof. Swenson have 
done entirely away with the crude 
practice of using caustic lime to 
prevent the inversion of sugar, and 
have adapted the use. of carbonate 
lime for that purpose. The application 
this lime to the juice as it goes 
through the filter presses,removes all the 
impurities, retaining them in the filter- 
cake and permitting the juice to pass 
in a perfeetly clear and pure condition 
into the vacuum evaporator, obviating 
thereby the a of skimming 
or other attention. ‘bis is the only 
method that has ever been employed 
here that clears the juice of all its im- 
purities and at the same time enables 
the extraction of such a large yield of 
sugar. 

The sugar-works have only been in 
operation since the lym of the month, 
and in less than oneWeek they have 
manufactured more sugar and molasses 
and of a much better quality than they 
did during the entire season of last 
year. They now have 30,000 pounds in 
barrels and 75,000 pounds more in the 
hot-room awaiting the action of the 
centrifugals. Upon an estimate being 
made it is shown that the cane yields 
from 104 to 110 pounds of sugar and 
twelve gallons of molasses to the ton of 


Stalks. whereas last year they made 


only fifty pounds to the ton and from 
much better cane than that produced 
this year. 

[Au average acre of sorghum will 
yield about ten or twelve tons weight 
of stalks. Hence the yield of sac- 
echarine may be put down at 
1200 pounds of sugar and 120 galiens 
of molasses per acre, besides some 
twenty to twenty-five bushels of seed 
that will sell for as much as corn per 
weight. which shows that sorghum will 
be far more profitable to raise than any 
other crop the Kansas farmers can put 
into the ground.| 

This result is not only an agreeable 
surprise to the friends of the institu- 
tion here, but it isa matter of astonish- 
ment to the managers of the works 
themselves. They would have been 
satistied with seventy-five pounds to 


the ton this year, but when they found 


they had over 100, an uverage equal to 
that obtained from Louisiana cane, 
they were not only simply surprised, 
but absolutely astonished. It com 
pletely established the fact that the ex- 
perimental period was over; that the 
object for which they had been striving 
had been attained, that the making of 
sugar from sorghum by the diffusion 
rocess Was au assured success, aud 
hat one of the greatest industries of 
the country had been inaugurated— 
an industry which will revolutionize 
— sugar trade of the country and cre- 
ea new field of labor and a lucrative 
market for the farmer. 

Another surprising circumstance 
connected with this large yield of sugar 
to the ton is that the quality of thecane 
this year is exceedingly poor in com- 
parison with last year’s crop in every 
respect. Much of it has been damaged 
by the chinch-bug, millions of which 
are found upon the cane-car and on the 
storage racks. The late crop of cane, 
however. is much better than the early 
crop, and a still more excellent yield of 
sugar and syrup to the ton is looked for 
from that. The early crop is about ex- 
hausted, and the late crop will not be 
in good working condition for a few 
days. This causes a scarcity of cane at 
‘the mill just at present, and the 


ure only working in daytime with 
a force of eighty men. In 
a short time they will run 


About 600 acres of cane. including 
that on the sugar-works plantation, 
have been raised this year in this viein- 
ity and will be utilized this fall.. Thus, 
taking the estimate of the quantity so 
far produced, it will yield 720.000 
pounds of sugar and 72,000 gallons of 
syrup. The molasses which has been 
produced thus far is so rich that when 
‘boiled a second time it is thought it 
will yield 20 per cent more of sugar. 

As we betore stated, much of the 
German machinery used last year has 
been dispensed with and pew machin- 
ery of American make and constructed 
in accordance with the ideas of Judge 
Parkinson and Prof. Swenson has 
been introduced. Two new cutters, 
weighing only 400 pounds each, have 
replaced two large cutters weighing four 
tous each. which were used last year. 
‘Last year the stalks were cut into 
lengths three-sixteenths of an inch. 
Much of the stuff to be blown out being 
equal in weight tothat which should be 
retained, a great deal of the pure stalk 
was blown out and much of the impure 
remained.

drifted into free thinking aud atheism.
